My duties for the Herald Kept mein Paris, 
and: saw a great deal of the General on nis re- 
turn to Paris. He seemed to enjoy Paris, not 
at first, but in time. 
to observe the change of his mind in refer- 
ence to France. He went to France with the 
old-tashioned American feeling about the 
French; that they were an interior race, 
giddy, given to pleasure and suffering, per- 
haps, from the paramount influence of the 
Catholic Church, and that the Republican 
leaders were Communists. This is the opinion 
of the average American, as a general thing. 
But France grew upon Gen. Grant bit by bit. 
When he cameto see the leaders of French 
politics, M. Gambetta especiaily, he tound 
them, ss far from being visionary enthusiasts, 
conservative men, patriotic and ot great abili- 
ty. Gambetta, in fact, he came to look upon 
asone ofthe foremost statesmen in Europe. 
The industrial condition of the Frencn people, 
theirthrilt, their untiring patience under the 
burdens of a heavy debt, their Communal Gov- 
ernments, all impressed the General 
very much, and I know he left France 
protoundly convinced with the fact that 
nothing but a Republic ever would live in 
France, aud that the people were destined toa 
great future. 

Ot course you saw Bismarck? 

Bismarck I saw On three different occasions. 
and each time under favorable circumstances, 
Iwas present when General Grant called on 
Bismarck and had his first leng interview 
with him. The General arrived in Berlin in 
the evening, and the next morning, instead 
of making calls (whichin fact was something 
that never occurred to him), westrolled out 
around Berlin, got on top of the street care 
where you ride for half fare, and rode around 
and around the city among the workmen. 
This was one of General Grant's favorite 
methods of amusing himecif abroad. I know 
thut he used to go downto Versailles from 
Paris in a third-class train, so as 
to see the working men. On our ieturn home 
from this trip through Berlin on the top of the 
street cars we found Gen. Graut's table cover- 
ed with cards, and among them four cards 
from Bismarck. He had either called or sent 
four times to see the General. The General 
remarked, Ido not want Bismarck running 
after me; he has a great deal of business to do, 
while lam simply a wan:derer;'’ and he seat a 
message to Bismarck at once, saying that he 
would call upon him at any hour that he would 
name. Bismarck named the next afternoon at 
4o0'clock. At Gen, Grant's request I accom- 
panied him. I wrote an account of this inter- 
view, which was published at the time. 
My recollections of Bismarck are vivid—his 
strong, great, original character. He talked 
English in a slow tone, as though he were 
translating, with a thorough knowledge even 


It was interesting to me 


of the idioms of the language; was given to 
saying humorous, audacious tui was 
sometimes so amused with an aljusion or an- 
ecdote that, without finishing it, he woulda 
break into an urncontroliable fit of laughter. 
Bismarck’'s side face reminds you a good deal 
of Gen. Butler's. Altogether, I should say 
that his appearauce, his manner and form of 
thought were those of the most original acd 
striking personage I have ever secn. Something 
ofthis, perhaps, may be due to his reputation, 
which olten controls our judgment of men. 
When Bismarck returned General Grant's cal! 
the next day, I received him. He camein full 
General's uniform, and remaine i half an hour, 
talking mostly with Mrs. Grant, in a charming, 
light, domestic conversation, about his wite, 
his children and his home, running off into play- 
fulthiogs. Ilsaw him again at tnedianer he 
gave General Grant. Whenthe dinner was at 
um end, u long conversation was had between 
them, Bismarck smoking a huge pipe, with the 
great hound crouching between his knees. 
General Grant aaw Bismarck on manv occa- 
Sons »iter this, when Iwas not present, and 
the became quite cronies. 

Ind Gen ral Grant ever express any opinion 
of Bismarck? 

‘es. Lhuve heard General Grant say he re- 
guarded Bismarck, Gumbetta and Beaconsfieid 
us the three greatest men he had met in Eu 
rope. While in Berlin, we saw all the members 
ot the Berlin Congress. Beaconsfield I saw 
Several times. He impres-ed me differently 
from Bismarck. Ille isa man of great shred 
ness, but with an unnatural,artificiai air about 
him. Bismarck isthe most natural of men. Ev- 
thing with him is from impulsc; heis almost 
upconscions in hi- movemenis. Beaconsfield is 
the reverse. Gort-chukoff wasin Berlin also at 
the time. He was very old and feevle, is 
charming asa woman in his ways, aud nas a 
wondeiiul bead. Andrassy, Sehouvaloſt, Sal- 
isbury and other members of the Congress were 
iso there. Stisbury’s isa striking and mas 
sive figure, with preutforee about hin. [hada 
cert in prejudice ase inst Salisbury on account 
of his cureer during our American war, when, 
as Lord Robert Cecil, beted- the Southern cause 
in the House of Commons; but he was always 
kind to Gen. Grant, andseemed to go out ot 
his wey to be kintto him, wishing to show, 
perhaps, that we had none of the ola feeling of 
uiitaronism toward the North which animated 
hs course in the House of Commons. 

Mr. Youvg continued: ]did not necompanyv 
General Grant to Russia, or to Sweden or Nor- 
way, my cuties recslting me to Paris; but when 
General Grant macethetrip to Spain I went 
with him. Lhad been in Spain twice before, 
once during the Amadeus dynastv, and again 
during the Republic, with Castellar President. 
Jam tond of Spain. Ourtripthere was ftuliot 
interest.

He 
appeared oppres-ed with a sense ot his great 
responsibility, and, when we saw him, was in 
great distress over lis wife’s death. He told 
Gen. Grentthat bis marriage with Mercedes had 
been a love mutch, andthuet her death bad been 
u grent blow to him Isaw thetather of Mer 
cedes, the Duke de Montpensier, at Seville. I 
remember meeting ut breakfast the Princess 
Christina (sister of Mercedes), who has since 
diced. The Duke showed us throuch his 
grounds, and the Duchess seemed quite h-art- 
broken over the death of the Queen, her 
dvughter. We were in Madrid at 
the time ot the attemnpe to shoot 
the King ot Spain. Weknewof the attempt, 
uithough we did not see it. General Grant 
and Mr. James Russell Lowell, the poet, were 
standing onthe bulcony of the ‘tel, when 
the procession escorting the Kin ek from 
the northe:n provinces passed us cic main 
street. The hing was bowing right and left in

The King was very 
khindtoGen.Grant, wanted to decorat: him with 
the highest honors ot his Empire, and pressed 
bin Very hard to accept the Grandtr 
lower und Sword. Gen. Grant replied thit 
wiile he did net now old any oNice, he had 
heldancflice which torbade himtoaccept any 
foreign decor ition, and be preterred to respect 
the spirit of that prohibition rather than to 
accept any courtesy of that kind at 
the pres nt tine. While in Spain, 
also, an intimation was conveyed to Gen. 
rant that a decoration of a similur 
cv»nracter (I think that of the Order of the 
den Fleece) would be conferred upon him 
if he weuld accept it; but in Portugal the offer 
caine ot the close of adinner given by the King 
Inthe palace. Tne hing ofjPortugilis a very 
wiuninble gentieman. He was anxious also to 
take the General out and give him a funting 
picnic in the woods, but we were pressed for 
time. Mr. Moran, our Minister in Portugal, 
was quite illwhile we were there. General 
Grant used to go around and sit and talk with 
lim by the hour about his (Moran's) experien- 
ces in London curing the war. 

After Portugal, we visited Gibraltar, and at 
ter visiting there we met Lord Napier. Lord 
Napier isthe most distingui-he‘4 soldier in the 
British army, and had corresponded = with 
General Grant during the Abyssinian war. 
Gisraltar is simmpiv a tort and a town for smug- 
vier-. It is a curious place, that could be seen 
in an hour. Lord Napier and General Grant 
b+ came very friendly, spent a great deal of the 
time riding around the ferifications andon the 
beach together. Gen, Grant said that Lord 
Napier was the best informed mun he ever had 
met outside Ol AMmericaon the events of the 
American war; he seemec to know of it in de- 
tail—of the different movemerts, tactics and 
strategy. While xatGibraltar the General re- 
viewed the British garrison, and was struck 
with the discipline of the British army. From 
(.ibialtur we returned to Malaga. General 
Grant made the trip along the coast of Spain, 
white lame back to Madrid and thence to 
Puris. 

Gun trip 
count of tue season being late. 
be visited in Decemberor January. We did 
not arrive uttil the middle ot February. Tue 
Viceroy, Lord Lytton, teiegraphed Genera! 
Grant that be would wait tor him in Caicutta, 
and this hurried General Grant's movements, 
ashe did not wish to keep the Viceroy from 
going to the hills, where he spent his syminer. 
The journey was severe, the weather warm, 
and our traveling was mostly bv night, the 
he atin India being intense and pitiless, but we 
saw allthe principal points. Bombay, Jubul- 
poor, Agra, the scene ot the old Mahommedan 
rule, Delhi, Lucknow ,the scenes of the matiny, 
Be nares, the holy city, and Calcutta. I think 

zenures is the most interesting point. Of 
course, to those who are most interestedin the 
wutinies, Delhiand Lucknow would ve more 
interesting, but ldo not think that the history 
of the mutinies is a subject that Englishmen 
would hke to recall. it was a ter- 
rible thing in every way. We 
found the Englishmen governing India a dif 
ferent class apparently from the Englishmen 
we venerally meet. They seem to me more 
like Americans, resolute, cosmopolitan, know- 
ing the world, with more energy and force than 
you findinthe English character, and not so 
narrow and insular. The average Englishman, 
as seen at home, imagines that the world ends 
at tbe Stray'sof Dover, but in India you find 
Englishmen whgare accustomed to great 
rerpon-ibilities | and vast power 11 
eaoverniiad millon of men. The 
English rule in india, so : s material re 
sults are concerned, could not be surpassed, But 
Jduestion whether it is best for the English or 
best ter the indian. The Englishman cannot 
survive the climate. One ofthe best friends I 
met in India, who had been in the service all 
his lite, and his father had been in it also, told 
me he did not intend that his sons should enter 
it, because the third genération of those born 
in India were a puny race and died out While 
the English rule in India develops the 
material resources of the country, it 
seemstotake away all the character of the 
people. This was shown, I think, in the Paris 
Exposition, where the English Commissioners 
complained that the display of India showed 
thatthe old Indian act is dead. A government 
like ihat of England in India is not 
calculated te develop in the character ef the 
people amy trait other than that of the tax- 
paving power. 

When in Calcutta we were anxious to escane 
the warm weather, which grew to be very 
oppressive, especially upon Mr. Borie, 
who was not in goo hedith, and 
about whom General Grant felt anxious. 
We made hurried visits to Rangoon, the 
capital of Burwah, where we saw the great 
Pageda; to Penang, where Ceneral Grant 
made bis speech on the Chinese question; to 
Malacca, the heme ot Francis Xavier; to 
Singapore. This part of the trip was inter- 
esting, but oppressive on account of the ex- 
treme heat. While in Singapore Gen. Grant 
received a letter from the King ot Siam, ask 
ing him to visit Bangkok. We made a three 
weeks’ trip into Siam, counting the time going 
and coming. The King was exceedingly glad 
to see Ger. Grant; gave him a palace in Bang- 
kok, and treated him like a sovereign. eis 
— young man 0 about twenty- 
five, who can talk English, but woald not, and 
showed great delight in having the General for 
his guest and in talking with him about his 
country. I remember he was very anxious to 
havethe Siamese on better terms with the 
Americans. Yeu see Siam is in a position where 
the French from Cochin-China and the 
English from Burmah can at any time 
unnex it, and be appeared to me to be 
looking about for the supportof a great and 
friendly power that would secure him his inde- 
pendence. The Siamese are a curious, inter- 
esting people, but the country is really under 
the controlof the Chinese. You begin to see 
the influence ef the Chinese race from the time 
you reach Penang. They control all the busi- 
ness and industry of the country from the 
Straits of Maiacea on until you reach the cities 
of Japan. 

We madea short visit to Cochin-China, the 
French setilement, eying, there twe days, 
Saigon, the capital, is a colony built on the 
plan ot Paris, with small boulevards and little 
cafes, where they sell you coffee and absinthe, 
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and fairly presperoas, it did not, ot 
cou in any way equalthe marvelous pros- 
perity of Great Britain’s colonies. 

From Saigon we went to iliong Kong,the Eng- 
lish settlement on the coast of China. Here we 
were the guests of Governor Hennessey, a 
distinguisbed naval man, who is exceedingly 
unpopular inthe East, because he takes what 
is culled the Chinese side! in all questions 
between China and Great Britain. We found 
Hennessey an abie, clear-headed man, with 
all the vivacity and wit of an Irishman, who 
mace a good speech and told a good 
story, easy and affable, but with a clear, cold, 
resolute will an *. in dealing with the 
Chinese, one which, while it gives him tem- 
porary un popularity, will, Lthink, eventually 
strengthen bim at home. While we were at 
Hong Kong we visited Canton, which was 
resliy Our first knowledge of China. The re- 
ception of Gen. Grant at Hong Kong was one of 
the most extraordinary ofthetrip. Tnere had 
Leen a good deal of anxiety about his coming, 
and the Viceroy sent word that if 
General Grant preferred ithe would have the 
citv closed up on the day of bis visit. It is 
customary in Chinese cities, when the En 
pberor passes through, to close all the shops, 
and the Viceroy thoxnght he ought to pay the 
General the saime courtesy, but General Grant 
said he wanted to see the people. Consequently 
when he visited the Yamen (the Viceroy's 
palace) tu dine with the Viceroy, it wasthrough 
a crowd estimated at about 200,000 per- 
Sons. It Was one of the most 
extraordinary sights lever saw in my life. The 
journey was between three and tour miles. 
We wentin chars. I could not have img 
ined such a muss of human beings—silent,curi- 
ous, interested—on the qui vive for the 
Ainerican Emperor, as the ca led him—ex- 
rectſug to see a mysterious, supernatural per 
sonave in uniform—disappointed et seeing on- 
yu plain, middle-sized gentieman, wearing 
Summer clothes and a straw hat. 

rrom Tien. Tsin we went to Peking up a nar- 
row river in small boats. Peking is a most dis- 
ugeceable city, hot and desolate. When we 
were there the thermometer was 101 and 10 
deres in the shade. Mere we met all the 
leucing statesmen of the Chinese Government. 
We aid not see the Emperor (whe 
is a boy seven years eld), but 
we saw several times the Prince Regent, 
Prince Kung. Prince Kungis a Tartar; Li lang 
Chang isachinaman. There were many con- 
versations with Prince hung, some of which l 
published atthe timein the Herald, least 
those portions of them that could be published 
without a violation of private coutidence, and 
which had an interest tor the public. 

On our return to Tien-Tsin, the Viceroy ge- 
con panied General Grant to the mouth of the 
river with a fleet of gunboats, and we embark 
ed tor Japan on the Richmond, commanded by 
Captain Benham. We made an excursion to 
the great wall, and saw the end of the wall 
where it juts into the sea. From thence we 
went to Chefoo, remaining afew hours, aud 
then over the occun to Japan. 

Our first point in Japan was Nagasaki, cele- 
brated asthe home of the Christiin missiona- 
ries during the time of the Christian occupa. 
tion. They show you there several points with 
mournfol interest where the Christians were 
martwred. When General Grant reached Na 
gusaki, he was met by Mr. Yoshida, the 
Japanese Minister to America, and Prince 
Dati, an old nobleman sent by the Em- 
peror as his personal aid. We were also 
met by a Japanese man-of-war and escorted 
throughthe inland sea to Yokohamn. The 
cholera having broken out on the Japanese 
const, we could not visit the different points 
of interest until we came to Yokohama. lere 
Genera! Grant was received bv members of the 
Cabinet, Princes of the household, and taken 
to Tokio, the capital, about an heour’s ride sy 
rail from Yokohama. The Emperor gave him 
11 palace near the sen, where 
he lived during his stay in Japan, with the ex- 
ception of the time for two exctrsions—one to 
Niko, in the intenor, a famous shrine and ten- 
ple of Japan, and another to Hakone, near the 
voleano Fusiyrna. Thevisitto Japan was very 
pDleasantinevery way. vou see iu Japan the 
influence of Enropean civilization. The leading 
men wear European clothes, most of them talk 
English, and they have schools, some of which 
are as good as anvinthe world; a small army 
Grilled on the European plan, and a smal 
navy. The Ministers snowed an eager interest 
to adopt Euronean lens so far as they would 
afiect the development of their country. F.

In concluding the conversation, Mr. Young 
observed that General Grant is a severe travel- 
er, one of extraordisary endurance. Always 
prompt and anxious toget on, he saw things 
very rapidly, and never was more satisied 
than wien he could travei ail nightand see 
sights all day. He seemed toenj oy sea life 
more than anything else. On his way 
home from China he reud a great 
deal, being especixily intérested in Huyo’s 
Les Miserables, especially in the account of 
the battle of Waterioe, which he said was one 
of the best accounts he had ever read. I re- 
member his saying that he agreed with Huge 
in ene thing about the battle, that it seemed 
the time hed come for Napoleon to fall; that 
the battle was a perfect one so far as any mili- 
tury genius could devise it, and there could be 
no ciiticism made upon Napoleon's manner 
of planning it and tighting it. He had a 
great detestation of the character of Napole- 
on, whom he regarded as one of the most <elf- 
ish men in history. I think if Napoleon,“ 
General Grant said on one occasion, mad 
been a thoroughly unselfish man, a patriot, 
and one who cared about bis country, not 
about the advancement of his family and his 
personal power, he would have been, without 
comparison, the greatest man in history, but, 
us it turned out, he was one of the worst. 
I never had any sympathy with him, 
nor respect for his achievemants, although, ot 
course, lcannot but wonder at his marvelous 
genius, lremember that when we were on 
the French ship, going to Hone hong, one 
ofthe young ladies asked General Grant to 
wiitein a book called ‘‘(jJuestions and 
swers,’’ a sort of a young ladies’ album, much 
in vogue. One of the questions was. Whnien 
two characters in history do you dislike the 
most?“ Ille wrote, ‘*Napoleon—Robespuierre.’’

Intercsting Account of It by an 
Old Officer. 


Splendid Condition of the Military Under 
Juarez and Lerdo,

As Compared With Its Present State Under 
Diaz.

Col. E. A. Lever, of Mexico, who has been 
Im the city some time and who lately delivered 
avery interesting lecture on the affairs of his 
udopted country, called at the office of tne 
PosT-DisratcH yesterday altiternoon and 
in the course of his conversa 
tion rave some very interesting 
information about the Mexican army. Col. 
Lever bas himself been an officer in the Mexi- 
can army, and is thoroughly acquainted with 
its organization and its characteristics as well 
us with its history for the past twelve years. 

The Mexican army. said Col. Lever, as 
it is now, is composed of two classes of 
‘oldiers—the regulars and the ‘rurales,’ 
The latter are a kind of militta that guard pub- 
lic roads and protect the people from robbers 
and bandits. They are not the same as your 
militia here, for they receive pay and 
are under arms a great portion ef 
the time. The whole army numbers about 
40,000 men. These are 22,500inthe ‘regu-

‘‘Have any recent changes been made in the 
army?’’
